. Newport items to be.we'll satisfied 
with itself rind, with its government 
•and apparently has no desire for a 
change. The expense of'tho city elec- 
tion on Tuesday last might almost as 
well 'have been saved, as far as results 
.were concerned. The entire city gov- 
ernment was returned to office by 
substantial pluralities in a vote of un- 
usually large dimensions. Mayor Sul- 
livan, the five members of the board 
of aldermen, the four members of the 
school committee, and a large major- 
ity of the retiring members of the 
representative council .wcre-reelected 
to office. With the exception of the al- 
dcrmanic contest in the Second ward, 
tho results were nowhere close. Al- 
derman Kirby of the Second ward 
was given a hard fight by John Mo- 
han, and the result was.so close that 
the official count by the board of can- 
vassers was necessary to decide the 
election.- The board decided to count 
the votes for that office first through 
the whole city, in order to settle the 
question. In the other case sthi plu- 
ralities were so substantial that there 
was no room for argument. 


•The voting in the early morning 


hours of Tuesday was very light, and 
it looked as if the total vote for the 
day would be small, but at noon the 
workers tcgan to hustle in the strag- 
glers and during the afternoon there, 
•vyns a constant stream of voters. The 
.result was the largest vo'c ever cas^ 
at a city election, and only slightly 
smaller than that cast at the Presiden- 
tial election last»month. There was 
not much excitement around the polls, 
but plenty of workers, the interest 
being centered largely on the contest 
for Mayor. 


When the polls were closed at .6.30 


the ward officers began immediately 
on the vote for Mayor, so that the re- 
sults wore announced hefore 7.30. It 
was found that Herbert W. Smith had 
ran up fair majorities in the first, 
second and third wards, but not nearly 
enough to overcome the big majority 
for Mortimer A. Sullivan in the fourth 
and fifth wards.

An impromptu parade was immedi- 


ately organized by the Sullivan adher- 
ents and the Municipal Band was as- 
sembled to lead the cheering marchers 
about the city. Speeches were deliv- 
ered hy Mayor Sullivan and others of 
the successful candidates.

Of all the rough "outback". Jobs, In 


Australia; digging for opal Is aboat 
the worst, • Coober Pedy lies In the 
heart of the Stewart range, 170.miles 
from the nearest station on the East- 
West railway, and its whole popula- 
tion of between 70 and SO .diggers 
.Ires underground In burrows scratched 
out of the hillside. A tin shanty, ;In 
which the diggers keep their tools, Is 
the only sign of life showing above 
ground. 


Every morning the diggers come out 


of their holes and set out for the opal 
fields, to cut patiently- through the 
rock In the hope of finding the beau- 
tiful black diamonds lying beneath. 
Between them they have dug many 
thousands of dollars' worth of opal in 
the last four years, though they haTe 
worked only a small area of a fleld 
fiild to be 40 miles long. 
In normal 


times opal Is worth about $15 an 
ounce, but now that there Is practical- 
ly no demand for the gems the diggers 
Lave opal, but no money.

Acre* in Cotton Plant 


Erlvan, Armenia.—American meth- 


ods of cotton growing art being Intro- 
duced In Armenia. 


A new cotton factory, equipped with 


modern American machinery, has Just 
been completed In Erlvan. 


At the present time, more than 40,- 


000 acres of cotton are under cultiva- 
tion. This is 40 times greater than the 
acreage under cultivation In 1021._ 


The Armenian government expects 


this year to produce 80,000,000 pounds 
of raw cotton. One factory In Erlvan 
has on output of nearly 2,000,000 
pounds a month. 


In order to encourage-fanners to 


cultivate their own cotton fields, the 
government 
Is allotlng them- large 


quantities of free seed. The govern- 
ment pays J2/iA for 40 pounds of the 
raw material. Tbe present average

Use of Silage. 


Breeders differ as to the advisabil- 


ity of feeding 'silage. Some maintain 
that a considerable-amount of silage 
is likely lo lessen the vigor of a bull 


id make him-sterile. 
Others feed 


silage In large quantities and report 
ni> undesirable results. So far as-ex- 
perimental work shows, It is probhble 
tlmi silage does not have any direct 
effect on the breeding powers. Large 
umuunts of silage, or other extremely 
bulky feeds, may' have n tendency to 
distend the paunch so that U'e bull 
becomes too heavy on his feer. From 
10 to 15 pounds of silage a day with 
other roughages can be fed safely 
without impairing' the usefuluess of 
the animal. 


Dairy bulls should have plenty ,of 


water. This matter Is often neglect- 
ed, especially whcu there Is not a 
constant supply In the stall or pen 
and when the bull Is 
difficult ..to 


handle. A bull should be watered at 
least once a day ilurlng the winter 
nnd twice a day during the summer.

Effective in Fattening 


The several varieties of millet dif- 


fer In the .composition .of their seeds, 
although the range Is not great. Mil-' 
let seeds, depending upon variety, con- 
tain 8 to 10 per cent water, 3 to 6 per 
cent ash, 10 to 12 per cent protein, ,2 
to 16 per cent fiber, 52 to 09. per cent 
nitrogen-free extract and 3 to 7 per 
cent fat. The seed of barnyard millet 
Is twice as high in fiber as other va- 
rieties and Is correspondingly low In 
nitrogen-free 
extract. Seed 
of 
the 


pearl millet lias considerably more fat 
than other varieties. 


Millet seed should always be ground 


fur live stock feed. 
When ground and 


fed with a good rouglinge In the man- 
ner of other grain, millet seed Is a 
rather 
effective 
fiiltvninc feed. At 


the South Dakota station millet seed 
proved practically equal to corn for 
lambs nnd about three-fourths as ef- 
fective as corn In feeding lo steers 
und swine. 


Soy Bean Hay Should :Be,L 


Mowed Down Like Clover 


1 Welhcured soytbean .hay. inay be 
stacked pr.sjored In the barn the.same 
as any other hay. The best .stage at 
which to cut beans for'Iiay In''order 
to obtain the highest feedjng value is 
not known' exactly; but it is genc'rally 
considered thnt. they should ':be cut 
when the. pods' are .well formed nud 
the lower ones filled. At this,time the 
largest yield .of hay per. acre .will be 
obtained, althquglit cutting earlier will 
give a larger, percentage.of protein In 
the .hay. If cutting Is delayed too 
long the stalks become- woody,.and 
there is a heavy loss of .leaves.

mated Increase'of $128,808 in annual 
returns from Its live stock and poul- 
try to the growing use of pure bred 
sires. This figure is the result of cal- 
culations made by G. B. Nance, county 
sgeut for Oldham county, and report- 
ed to the United States Department 
of Agriculture. Mr. Nance based his 
reckonings on the difference between 
the percentage of pure bred sires used 
In his county and an average com- 
puted from the percentages .of pure 
bred sires used In two adjoining coun- 
ties. He then combined with this fig- 
ure data on the superior utility value 
of pure bred sirea from such sources 
as the United States Department of 
Agriculture nnd stale experiment sta- 
tions.
